Upon all which Reports, p08 and Confirmations of 
the ſame, I was reſolved (before 1 would yer give full creoit 
th2reanco , knowing that Fame ia Lyer ) to make further 
tryal, and thereby endeavour a /izht and obſervation: (if poſ- 
able) of this Conet wy /e/f. And to this purpoſe » I again 
endeavour'd ſeveral other nights , for a diſcovery of this new 
Star : bat always bicherto m1//tng thereof), 1 was (till apt to 
conceive the whole relation grounaleſs, But being unwilling 
co brand ſo many of my friends that had aſcertaized me of 
che verry of the matrer by Letters, and viva voce, for lyers ; 
I was apr to believe, thzy might be cezencd with ſome pſeuds 
or falſe Phenomena ; and that at ſome times they mighr pol- 
fbly have ſeen the 400» glimmering thorow clouds of dffe- 
rent colours, ( which my ſelf ſeveral nights rook notice of ) 
and nor ſeeing her body p>fely , by reaſon of fſach clewds, 
they might preſume the lame to be ſome new 6 wrt or 
Comet ;z or elle, ſome [pnean vapours might by their aſcest 
toward the firy region, be occafionally ſer on fire, &c, which 
might eaſily decerve the eyes of a moderately-5kzilfal perſon, 
much more at /gzorant. And ſome nights that 1 watched , I 
ſaw ſuch Meteors, and once or twice Lightmngs &c. 

But while I was thus perſivading and reaſonivg with my 
ſelf, it was averred untome, by a very good friend of mine, 
char alearned perſov in this Citie, a Dr. of Divinity, bur moſt 
excellent eMathematician z had on Decemb. 16. in the mor- 
ning, obſerved this Comer many hours rogether , by Inſtru- 
ment » inthe South and SouthweFt paris of the heavens, And 
it was alſo aſſured me, that ſome time before that, an honor- 
ed and /carned perſon, one of the Royal Society of Greſham- 
Colledge London , obſerved the ſame with /»/truments fir for 
that purpoſe , and found the fire and motion of this New Star 
co be in the Conltellationof Jaſon's ſhip Argos , 2jz, one of 
the /argeſt Conſiellations in the heavens ; extending ir ſelf 
almoſt chorow three whole S:gnes of the Zodjacal Circle, 

Theſe Relations from the wonthes and 9bſervations of 
Ge-ntlemen more then ordinarily shilful and cur;ouſly (to m 
knowledge) acquainted with ſuch matters ; prevailed with 
me to uſe a farther endeavour for a diſcovery of this Comet z 
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which I did ſeveral nights after ; and behold, on Friday De- 
cemb. 23. from the hours of e:ght unto rev in the evening, I 
had full ſght of one Comer, bur it ſeems not this ſo much rajkr 
of, bur another. It was in colour very pale and cloudy, in fi- 
gere round, and in magnitude (as nigh as I could Jjuoge)abour 
three inches diameter. This night it was without any tazl, 
ſtream buſh or beard , as the former Comet was reported to 
have been ſeen withal. Ic was now in Loygitade neer to 
that Star called eg Mldebaran y or the Bulls eye, in 5 4. of the 
celeſtial T wins : but by rea'on of 1ts South- Latitude, it ſeem- 
ed to the eye , to make a kinde of equilateral Triangle with 
rhe {aid Star, and the Plezades or Sever ftars, 

On Decemb. 24. being Chriftmaſs-eve, I had the happi- 
neſs to ſee it again, abour 6 a clock that evening z and then 
it was neer the later end of the celeſtial figne Taurm in Lon- 
gitude, Now it appeared of a bright, yer pale colear , almoſt 
like that Star called $9: » or the mornng-ſtar, for colour, 
but rwice as big ; darting forth ſome pleaſant beams equally 
ronnd,much like unto that which appeared in Decemb.16 52, 
rhe certain preſager and precurſor of thoſe grand Polonian, 
Swediſh, Daniſh, Tartarian and Moſcoviiihh Wars ; as then 
was, and yet 15 the Opinion and Judgement of all the Lear-

. Of Eomets or New Stars s# generah 
Any and divers are the Opinions of Philoſophers and 
Naturalifts concerning Comets and New ſtars, Some 
afhrming char they are generated de novo.in heaven, of a c#- 
leſtial matter, not by the generation of any new ſubſtancebucr 
by condenſation, with a mixture of darkneſs and diapbamety, 
which mol aptly receives the /:ghr of the San, and tranſmits 
or darts it forth upon this terreſtrial Globe again, oftentimes 
to the amazement Of the beholders. Others think Comets, 
7s. to be nothing real or diſtin& from other pre-exiftenr 
bodtes, but rather a meer emphajis or appearance,made by the 
reflettion or refraftion of the bzams or rays of the .S#n or 
oor , 1n ſuch kinde of manner as is the Hato, ÞPareli, Pa- 
raſelene, or Rainbow, And ſome there are again, that hold 
that Comets are Wandering ſtars or Planets ; ſeldom ſeen, by 
reaſon either of their »eerneſs to the Sun, or their roo far d:- 
ſtance from the Earth , or the more dexſe part of the air 
where they are; which afrer ſome diſtance of time coming 
tO a greater dit ance from the Sun, or neerer, the Earth , be- 


. comes conſÞ1cuous to vulgar ſight, 


Paracelſs and his followers confidently affirm , that a'Co- 
met 18 creſcens ſingulare;not generated of any ſperm or ſemen, 
or produced from any Matrix, but formed and compoſed by 
Angels or Spirits 3 which uſually berokens future events, ei- 
ther good ot bad : for the Angels (ſaith he) or ſpirits » well 
knowing , that ſ#ch things ſhall moſt certainly come to pals 3 
they form Or create a Comet,and give it ſuch a figure or ſhape 
as they pleaſe-; and having k:id/ed it , they atrratt it along 
thoroyw the air either higher or lower , that Mortals may the 
more zealoyſly behold ir;and be the more remarkably poſſeſſed 
with its fignifications, | | 
Some there arezthac have thought a Comer or Blazing ſtar 
to be a ſublunary Meteor > atifing from the moſt ſubr:/ a

thin breathi»gs or vaponrs, that bd out Of the earch ; and 
are not ſo much e»flamed, as illutrated of the Sun ; even as 
it were, like unto G/aſs:pors full of water » diſtained wich a 
yellow or 7#tilant cokour. And others there be, that think 
Comets are generated of an elementary Meteor z that is, of 
che more ſubtile exbalations , which by.vertuc of their own 
leuny and rarity; are mounted fo high, that they aſcend above 
the Moonand then by their own Chryſtal-like o/earneſs coas 
it were, ſoak and drink up the rays of the Planets, but more 
eſpecially the Su», and afcerwards tranſmit themſelves into a 
ral, buſh or beard, and the like, 

Boainwyand divers others with him, opinionated, that Co- 
meets Or Blazing ſtars were no others then the ſons or ſpirits 
of 11lnſtriou men departed, and now triumphing in heaven. 
And others (as fondly) have ſuppoſed Comers to be Fires 
conveyed in the Heavens to and fro , by Spirits or [ntelli« 
EXCESS, 

Let. this ſuffice for Comets or New ſtars in general + and 
before I end, I hope the Reader ſhall have no cauſe to 
Jucge me Sceprrcal,alchough herein I have not delivered 
much of nmme own opinion. 


CHAP. II 


Of the Names and Kinces of Comets or Blazing Stars, 


_— of the Greeks called Keyurrnc, in Latine (ometa, 
-Þ or Comeres ( Called fo from Coma, the hair of a mans 
head) although raken in a ſtr:t} ſeyſe, ſignifies bur one ſpecies 
of the Phenomenon , viz. Stellam Crinuam Ot ( apillatam , a 
Star with /ong hair, made ſo by the ſplendony of his rays; or, 
(afrer (1cero) concimatums ſydm , a Star With criſped hair :

_ Of the Matter, Magnitude , nd time of generation of Co- 
mets or New Stars. 


N Chap.1. I have /;ghtly, (under the Notion of Comets 1» 

general ) touched upon the efficient,and partly the material 
cauſes of Comets, &c. But here, Iintend to be a little more 
plain in the diſcovery of the matter of Comets. 

P3thagoras, and his followers , affirm a Comet to exitt of 
the ſawze matter as do the Fixed Stars ; and that it is poſſible 
they may be of the aumber of thoſe Stars,which very ſeldom 
_ appear z yet at ſome certain prefixed ſeaſons, and after ſome 

| _— revolutions of time, they do ariſe and ſhew them 
ſelves, 

Eprgenes, and others after him, ſuppofe a Blazing ffay to 
be- an elevation of ſpirz; or winde , mixed with an earthly 
ſabſtaxce, and inrtime convenient is ſer on fire, by an anripe» 
riſts/is, 1n the heayens 3 and ſo it becomes terrible to che 
beholders. 

Strato, and ſome of his followers , conclude a Comet to 
be nothing elſe, but the /;ghr of a Star enwrapped in a thick 
cloud ; and by lictle and lictle, breaks thorow the ſame, and 
makes the c/oxd a Glaſs as it were , the berrer to reflet} irs 
rays downward.

Of the eMagritanade or greatneſs of (omets » it is not to Of their 
' beexpeRed thar much ſhould be ſaid by wegbecauſe very few 91g71nae. 
of the Ancients have wrote thereof; and thoſe few that 
have, have wrote bur ſpatingly.. This er#th we may give 
credic unto, that different Comets, have different Magnitnaes : 
and every Comet that appears unto us y is at different times 
of a different magnitude or Bigneſs, 

Some Comets have appeared greateſt at firſt ſhewing 
themſelves, and by /;:t/e and /rtle decreaſed and grown ſen- 
fibly. to a magnitude more parvows, until they have rorally 
vaniſhed, or been extinguiſhed. Others have appeared little at 
firſt, and afcerwards have excreaſed to a very Immenſe magni- - 
znde, (as that of the year 14606.) andat the laſlt , grows /ittle - 
as at the fir ſs again. . | 

Hal tells us of a Comet » that appeared in the year 1200 
in Magnitude as great as the e {on » when ſhe is half full of | 
light ; Viz: when in her firſt or laſt Quarter , or quadrar 
aſpect of the $4»; And adds hereunto» that ir had a head - 
three times Higger then Yerm 

Fracaftorius teports, he found that Comet which appeared 
Anno 15332.t0 be three times greater then-Jupiter, The 
CY ORR do 3 597> 7rebe rele En 
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-obſerved its ſeven mirntes, and: more then twice ſo big as 
Verm,When in her Perigeon,or neereſt diſtance to the Earth, 
The ſame famow Perſon z at the firſt appearance of the 
Comet 1585, obſerved it to be almoſt equal in magnitude 
.to Jupiter. Bur the greatelt of all that we read of in any 
Hiſtory or Author , was that which appeared Ano 146 ante 
 Chriftum ; which is ſaid to have bin bigger then the Sun: 
'Whereof the famous Sexeca ſpeaks , in theſe words : Pans 
. ante Achaicum bellum\Cometes effulfit non minor Sole : Lib. 7. 
Nat. q.C. :5. Athorttime before the Grecian War, there 
: did appear a Comet, not leſs in magnitude then the Su. in 
Lo» gomontanuind others,obſerved the Comer Anno 1618 
co be in magnitude (omewhat bigger then the Star called the 
Virgins Spike, (a Star of the firſt magmade) yer leſs thenthe 
planec J»piter. And the Diameter of his head, they found to 
be one handred and ſeventy five German miles ; and in ptos 
portion to the Diameter of the Extth , as-377 is to 360. 
The length of the Tail was obſerved tobe continually varr- 
.able, and very uncertain ; except on' December tlie 29, On 
Which day it- was obſerved to be 445 Semidiameters of the , 
Earth, which anſwers to three hundred eighty ewo thouſand 
.and ſeven hundred Germau miles, And Tycho obſerved the

7103 Or part of Heaven, called the Milkie way. The Tail of 
-the Comer 1577 » obſerved by the Treſ-Noble Tycho , was

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*hat appeared Anzo 1618, was more remarkable for diffe- 
'rence of magnitade, then all others tharare by ,{ftrozomers 
Ttemembred. For ſometimes ic was found twenty one degrees 
in lengrhzother timer; fifty.or fixty degrees: othty times (even- 
ty-others ninety,and oxce one hundred and four degrees. This 
15 molt certain, that as the Heads of Comets are never found 
0 be of one certain b:gxeſs or magmnaez ſo neither are 
their Streams or Tayls of one and the ſame Longitude ; but 
both are found apparently to differ , as the Star becomes at 
firſt more and more enkindled; and at 1aſt the matter thereof 
begins tobe Exhasſted.,, and growes leſs. As we ſee it moſt 
wpparently in the flame of a Torch or Candle, 

Alchough the Comers that appeared in the years 1618. bw" 
anJ.1652. and now in 16454. with us, have bin im the Winter- _ SG 
ſeaſon; yet are divers A{tronomers and Philoſophers of opim- gyparition 
0,that they are generated in Artumn or Summer; ut moſily of Comets. 

in Autumne : and the reaſons they give, are moderately con- 
vincing: For (ſay chey) In the Springgthere is roo wnch mos 
ſtare, and too little heat, to gather-a Comer; and therefore 
that time 1s very unapt for their generation. In the Summer, 
there 1s too much heat » which is -apt to diſperſe and conſume 
.the matter of which a Comer is formed, ſo that it cannot well 
be joyned rogecher;and therefore chey are ſe/dome then gene- 
rated, And the Winter- Seaſon,;*hat being Cold and Moijſt,is 
dire&tly contrary to the Nature of a Comet z. which is Hot, 
and Dry; and therefore unfir for their generation. The 
Autumnal ſeaſon therefore 1s the proper ſeaſon for the pur- 
poſe. And it 15 to be corfidered, that there onghr to be a 
convenient diſtance of tie betwixt the generation of a 
-Comet, and irs viſibility or. Appearance; like as in all other 
Produtions whatſoever. Ergos (omers that appear in Winter 
are moſt naturally and genninely preſumed to be. generated in 
Autumn. | |

9g die Novembris poſt occaſum Solis » prope Jovem in 12 grad. 
Capricorn; apparmt. In the year 1569,0n the the ninch day 
of November , after the Sx was ſer; there appeared a Comer 
in twelve degrees of Capricorn, n2er tothe body of Jupiter ; 
which muſt be in the Weſl, And anno 1433 Ingens Cometa, 
per tres menſes face ad occidentem verſa apparuite In the year 
433, There appeared a wonderful Coret by the ſpace of 
three months, verging or turning toward the Weſt. 

No doubt there is to be made , but Copzers have appeared 
in ſeveral places of Heaven, and are not confined co ſhew 
themſelves in any one particaler place. The Comet that ap- 
peared Anno 1607, firit ſheived it ſelf between the North 
and Weſt points z having almoſt 5o degrees of Northern De- 
elmation, anJby its motion , aecording to the ſucceſſion of 
ſignes, it at length got beyond the Equator, and attained to 
above 12 degrees of Southern declination, b:fore it vaniſhed. 
Some Comets allo have appeared inthz North , and ſo have 
been moved Eaſtward ; as that in the time of Clandim, Anno 
Chriſti 54. Others have been moved toward rhe South , as 
choſe thar appeared in the years 1313-and x531. Ando- 
thers, diretly in the North, not moving mach therefrom ; 
as that Anno 44 ante Chriſtam , about the tine of the Death 
of that great Captain, Tulizs Ceſar. All thoſe Comers of 
the years 1475,153241533>153921556-1618;were moved 
from che Ezſt, Weftward, yer obliquely, and inclining toward 
the North. Ariſtotle ſaw, and deſctibed the Comer that ap= 
peared Anno 373 ante Chriftam , to begin in the weft Equr= 
»eltial pointy and end with the girdle of Orton, In fine,Comets 
are obſerved to differ in their fituation , andare nor confi 
ned toany one part of Heavey to appear in;but whereſoever 
they happen to be , when they are ready firſt ro be ſer on fires 
there they are ſaid to have their firſt ſituation ; ( however va- 
riouſly moved afcerward, from ſome alternite cauſes)be rhe 
place, either Eaſt, Weft, North, or South.

Comets, as ofcen as they appear in the world, denounce un-- 
to the earth (or perſons rather dwelling thereon) heavie tri 
bulations, ſorrows and- affiictions :; even as earth-quakes, or 
ſome prodigios terrene births ; of fiſhes toforftke their ele- 
ments, b;rds theirs, or the like.. And the ingeniouſly-lear- 
ned Kepler is of opinion , that Comets were made, to the 
end the «therial Region might not be more void of morſters, 
then the Ocean is of whales and other great thieving fiſhes : 
and that a groſs fatneſs being gathered together, as excre- 
ments into an eApoſtem , the celeFtial air might thereby be 
purged, leſt the S#n ſhould be obſcured, as (partly) he was in 
che year 1547 » from the 22 to the 28 of Apri/ ; or for a 
whole year togetheras in that in which Jul:# (ie ſar was ſlains 
when, being made weak by a bloudy or murry-colour , he caſt 
but a dim ard diſdainful light. Thus we ſee , there is (part- 
ly) a »ecefſity for ſuch appearances 3 that Nature might there- 
by be the better preſerved in Ocder, as well as for eA{ankind 
thereby ro be menaced with ſubſequent calamities. 

And fo I come to the Afrelogical rgnifications of Comets ;

of {uch who are Jikely to ſucceed in the Kingdom. 

A Comet of the colour of the Planet e Mars, which hath 
rays utider or roundi1t, like unto burning Coals; ſignificat pe- 
#uriam&c. It denotes want,or an abatement Of former plen= 
ry ; yet not an abſolute famine z an enhanſing onely of the 
price of commoatries uſeful for mankinde, whereby the poorer 
ſort ſuffer : it portends alſo wars that ſhall be fomented by 
the pretended religions ſort of people » Who ſhall be great ſuf- 
ferers thereby. 

When that Comet appears which 1s called Pertica, fign:- 
ficat ficctatem atq; aquarum paucnatem , & paucitatem 
annoxe, &'c, It betokens ſiceity , and a paucity of waters, 
drying up rivers, and the like : It alſo foreſhews dear years, 
ſcarcity of proviſiens , which always pinch the common and 
©1lgar (ort of people. 

A Comet appearing with an harry tail or mane , emitting 
Lnnarbeamsor rays, it hath fgnitication of much*damage 
and detriment unto the greateſt of perſons , as Emperonts, 
Kings and Nobles : and prenotes the riſe of ſuch men in 
the world , that ſhall make it their 92azz buſineſs to eradicate 
and deſtroy the eld eſtabliſhed Laws and Cuſtoms, and ſer up 
6:y oxes in oppoſition to them : but theſe miſchief ſhall hap 
pen chiefly unto thoſe places unto wiich the Comet ſhall ex- 
trend its rays, Or unto which its ray pointeth. 

When a very great tay/ed Comer appears unto the world, 
fremficat mortem Regum, ſen Magnatum © Nobilium qui ſurt 
apti Regno : & maxime ver(u partem in quam extenderit 
candam ſive radios, & fignificat prelia « It intimates the 
aeath of kings, nobles, and great perſons, and ſuch as are in 
eminent place in the Kingdom : it denotes alſo wars z but 
chiefly in thoſe parts unto which it exrenas its ray or rays. 

If a Comer of Martial colour appeat in the Eaſt-part of 
heaven, with its head depreſſed ; ſignificat prelia, &c. Ir 
Enreatens wars houſe*burnings, fire and ſword, plague and fa- 
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mine 3 and this chiefly among M Arabi ans and Egyptians ; 
where alſo will be great drought and ſiccity, ſcarcity of wa- 
rers, All which mſchiefs ſhall extend chem(ſelves unto the* 
R2g10ns and Kingdoms which lie from them weſtward. 

And 1f th: Comet called Argentine , or ,Argenticonmms 
Hall aopear, which 1s the brighreit and cterreſt of all Conets, 
and hach che cleareſt and pureſt bezns 5 ſgnificar ab:1- 
dantiam fruments & fruttuum in partibus in quibus appar ue-- 
rity ©'&v 1t portends abundance of cr» and frat, and 2n in-

When the Conner called Roſa (which is Stella crimta, Or 
att hairy Comer ; but no: all out fo reryible as thar of che firſt” 
appellation ) I ſay, when this Comer doth appear, fignificat 
mortem Regum © Magnatum, ac Divitum & Nobilium : It 
declareth the death of Kings and great perſons, and of rich 
menand Nobles; and a mutation of l{everai ancient Cuſtoms 
and Laws; with an alteration of them for the bercer. 

If there appear an obſcure dzhiſh Comet at any times ſige 
mficat mortaluatem per mortem naturalem, & mortem per 
gladium atq; decollationem, Ic fignifies a mortality among 
men, by natural deith, as alſo by the Sword, and the behead- 
aing or putting many to a publick v:o/ext death.

Tovial (omets, or Comets of the nature of Jupzter, pre- 
ſage (faith mine Author) a very great plenty of all things, a 
very fertile year, a pleaſant ſalubriou air , with ſeaſonable 
ſhowres , and wholſom blafts of winde ; chiefly, if they ſhall 
happen in an aquatique or watry Signe » and in the winter- 
ſeaſon.

Thoſe Comets or New Stars that are of the nature of the 
fiery Planet C Mars, foretoken peſtiferous and horrible winds 
and tempeſts, an exficcation or drying up of 7:vers and foun« 
tains 3 adeſtru&tion of the fraits of the earth, by vermin and 
putrefaCtion ; prodigious and frequent T handers and Light- 
ings ; many ſhipwracks and ſea-fights ; wars, quarrels and 
contentions, tumnlts and ſeditions, rebellions, maſſacres, ſlaugh- 
ters, and bloudſhed; an alteration of Governours and Govern- 
ments ; multiplicity of thieves and robbers, both at land and

from whence proceeds a' Plague or Peſt, ſo-mighty and uni- 
verſal, that ſweeps away @ multitude-of all ſorts.of perſons, as

barking e Mongrils, have I this laſt year met with ; 'as if they 
took their brmozr of bawling and railing from each other 
by ſympathy ; as your Cocks are ſaid to crow at the dayzes af= 
proach. Howbeit, a)though theſe reaſonle(s creatures do clap 
their wings and clamour, yet they are ſo careleſs, if not ſence- 
leſs, of their own reputations, that whereas I have charged up- 
on ſome of them x00 Errors, (and thoſe broad-fac'd ones) 
for any one ſeeming overſight, they can or dare fairly lay 
to my charge; they paſs them by, as totally unconcerned, and 
fall freſh a railing upon my Perſon and Education ; ſuppoling, 


that if they make bur a noiſe, the vidory's their own.; and the 


world ex neceſſitate, is engaged to believe them. But I ſhall 
leave this railing Rout to their own deſtiny, and purſue abet-

A brief Narcation of the two Comets lately ſeen. 


THe fr of theſe Blazing S1ars lately ſeen, was obſerved: 
-  firft to appear (as f have it from. my gogd friend Mr, 


Fames Blackwel)) who wasthen at New-Torke in New-Eng- 


land ) nyon November 18; 16644 about thiee or four a clock 


- 
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iFke-morning there - Tt mag Eoft-S onth-E aft in the Heavens, 
in the beginning of the EquinoQtal figne Libra, viz. about 
3 degrees, having great South-latitude from the Ecliptique ; 
burthe preciſe Latitzde, he was not able (for want of proper 
Inftruments) to determine. And after this,he faw i: common- 
ly, nigh about the ſame part of the Zodiach,, ſeveral dayes to- 
gether : which ſhews its motion was not ſwift ; yet that mo- 
tion it had, was by Retrogradation. 

Upon Decemb. 1. in the morning, he ſaw 7t in the South 
-partof the Heavens, not very far diftant from the Moon z the 
Moon being ſomewhat Eafiward of it. It wasnow of a bright 
.cologr, almoſt like unto Venus, or our evening-Star, but not 
altogether ſo glorious. : 

On Decemb. 2, hefſaw it again, and itwas then moved in- 
ro the later part of Yirgo. And fo he continued obſerving 
of it night by night (as the weather would permit him) until 
the 21 of December, when he obſerved it in the later degrees 
of Leo; and there (he believes) it extinguiſhed ; it being 
no more to be ſeen, either by-bim, or any other, in the Ship : 
2/though after this, they were ſome weeks at Sea, and ſeveral 
2ights endeavoured after a light thereof. 

The body of this Comet was very great, andits tail of a 
very great length; it pointed Weſtward, bothasit aroſe, and 
2sit ſet; and this conſtantly from the beginning of its firſt 
appearance, to the time of its vaniſhing. | 

© This was that:Comet,, which at the beginning, I ſay was ſeen 
Dec, 16. bya learned Divine in this City 3 asalſo by an þho- 
noured perſon, one of the Royal ſociety of Greſham-Colledge, 
London, The fame alſo | had confirmed unto me, by ſeveral 
Letters from ſeveral parts of this Nation, too large to be 
here remenibred. About the 16. Decemb. an intimate Friend 
| of mine, coming from Norwich toward London, (aw it in the 
later degrees of Leo, andorally acquainted me therewith. 

Neither doth this Relation of Mr. F. Blackwels (with the 
others) much differ from that Letter Printed m.our News- 
book, dated from Stockbolmie in the Kingdom, of Sweder : 
which runs thits------Upoz Dec. 9. Old ftile, 1664» about 4 in 
the morning, here were ſeveral perſons that took, an exati obſer- 

vation 
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vation of a Comet, which OD ered for ſundry nights be= 
fore. Its Aſcenſion was found'to be South South-Eaſt bere at 
Stockholm 3 - and the tail thereof' extended South-Eaſt. (the 
-othet refations ſay Weſtward) to 20 degrees in length : which 
zr computed as 31 to 28, compared to that ſeen 1618, The po- 
fition of thir at preſent they take from the Spica Virginis, 29 
deg. and a balf”; and from the tail of the Lyon 4.1 deg.

I had thisaccount 
of the firſt Comer; »»+«--» (Sir,) Although donbt nat; but. you 
baije feen the Comet zmer ſelf” ar London: yet T held myſelf ob- 
Figed to acquaint you' with my weak, obſervations. thereon 3/ in 
which, if I bave not gone ſo artificially to work as 1 might have 
done , you muſt know, there ts a difference betwixt an under-gra- 
dnateand a maſter of Science; and it is not yet two years come 
pleat, ſince 7 firſt was your Pupil, »--=--» Cn December 12 in 
the morning about two of the clock, there aroſe in the Soutb=E aſt 
part of Heaven, the Comet, which appeared very big, yet of a pale 
colour; the (tream iſſuing from it was neer ſeven foot long , to thz 
exe : Its Longitude was inthe later , Viz. about twenty two de.

On the 16 of December he ſaw it again, at half an hour paſt 
two in the morning. Its Meridian eAltitude was but 7 degrees 
and a half; Longitude 30 degrees of Leo : Latunde 45 degrees 
South. The tail pointed North-W:ft by Weſt , between Syrius 
and Canicula : its notion was Weſt by South,half a point Sonth; 
ſo that in theſe 13 daies (faith he) ut moved xeer South-Weſt by 
South 3.2 degrees and a half; and in24 hoars, 2 degrees 2 3O

Thac there were two Comers,there is no doubt to be made; 
for there have been reſf:-20x:e5 of the truth thereof, from al- 
molt all parts of Chriſtendome. For proof whereof o' ſerve 
the following relations. In the Gazets or Newsbooks, I tinde 
in a Letter from Hambargh cated December the 24. 1664. 
this paſſage ----- The great Comet lately ſeen here, appears no 
longer with 4 + but here is now anather, much leſs then the for - 
mer,rifing South-Eaſt, and ſetting in the North Weſt, . 

In a Lecter from Oxford I received this information =---= 
The late great Comet (mhich I wrote unto jan of) is vaniſhed 3 
but row there appears another , ſomewhat leſs then that , and 
more pale in colour, It was December 23 deg. im Louguude, 
neer the South-eve of the Bull , having ſome 19 aeg..of South=

24 » 1 ſaw it again, and then it ſeemed as big 4s an ordinary 
trencher-plate , about eight inches diameter , and had prickly 
rajes diſperſed round.

The b-forementtoned Mr.P. Srainred at Briftol, hath made 


theſe ſeveral following obſervations of this ſecond Comer, 1 
( faith he ) obſerved this ſecond C mer December 24, bis Lon- 
gitude to bern 1} deg. 39m of Taurus, Latitude 18 degrees 
South; bearing from the vright Star in the jaw if the Whale, 
South-Eaſt 6 deg. 3O m. the tail pointing between Orions ſhoul- 
der aud the Bats eye, at 8 a clock, at night, 

The 30 day of D:cember it moved into 4 degrees of Taurus, 
and had 36 degrees of South- Latitude having moved 1n 6 dates 
I5 dep, (i.c.) two degrees Zo mein 24 hogres. 

The ; dayof Janmary 1665 ( Aſtron.) it was 20 degrees 
in Ales, in the Ecliptique. 

The g of January ut recovered 2 degrees of Nor th-Latitude, 
the tail pointing toward the Pleiades, half an hour paſt 5 at 
mght, 

The I2'of January it was on the Meridian, aquarter paſt 5, 
his Longitude 279 degrees in Aties : North-latirude about 4. 
deg. and under the firſt Star of Aries 3 degrees, appearing leſs 
then a Star of the fourth magnitude. Hrs motion being from 
the 24 of December,tothe 12 of January following, (being 19 
daies ) was North-weſt , half a point Weſterly, 27 degrees and 
15 m. which s 1 degree 26 m. for hy mean moving in 2.4. 
hours ----- but towards the later end it moved leſs then 1 deg, 
in 2.4 houres.

Decemb, 31. It was not to be ſeen at London, by reaſon of 
the cloudineſs and remiſineſs of the evening. | 

Fannary 1. from a lictle paſt 7 inthe evening, until neer 
10 a clack, 1 ſaw it again in the 3 deg. of Taurw, tailed as 
long as before ; the 1az/ ſtill pointing North-Eaſt. It had nor 
now above 4 deg. South-Latitude. 

On Fanwary 2. I ſaw. it in the South-Eaſt, from 5 until 
neer 8 at night, as neer as I could obſerve, removed into one 
degree of T azrus, a little South of the hair of the Whale 
the tail rather increaſing then diminiſhing in its Longitude. 

Upon Fanuary 3. I took obſervation of it again, and it 
was thenin 29 deg. of Aries, neer the Stars of che celeſtial 
Ram. It had now little or no Latitude, half a degree was 
the moſt. 

Upon the 4,5,8 6 dayes of Fanuary, by reaſon of the 
cloudy and overcaſt evenings, it could not be ſeen at all, with

My ſelf being 
then taken with an unbappy lameneſs in my moſt uſeful Arm, 
could not obſerve further then Thave already related. And if the 
learned g Aſtronomer, or curious Critick' in celeſtial Science, 
ſhall finde me in my Obſervations to differ any thing from cer-= 
taintruth,. 1 bope be will corre them with candor, and kindly 
accept my endeavours, it being the firſt time that I ever attem- 
pred any thing of this kinde ;, and a thing nat common among 
Aft rologers, to be ſo curiouſly obſervant, For the Pſeudo» Aſtrong- 
mers, or Knap-ſack, Aſtrologers (for not only this Age, but this 
great City (warms with ſuch Cattel 1) zf they ſhall undertake 
20 cawil or carp at my adventure: herein, as ſometimes ( without 


canſe ) they have, at other my Writings; T ſhall deſire them fir(t 


pabliſh better of their own, and thereby ſhew me my miſtakes -

The probable Effe@s that may attend theſe Comets 
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Y the ſeveral Relations T have mentioned in the former 
Seftion, it is apparent, that there were two Comets: Al 
though I confeſs, at firſt, I did (and many eminent Phitoſo- 
pbers and Aſtronomers yet do) believe, that there was but os : 
but the matter is very cleer and demonſtrative ; for-on Decem- 
ber 21. the firſt was obſerved in the later part of Leo; and 
there (as is ſuppoſed) it extinguiſhed, And on December 23. 
my felf ſaw the other, in the beginning of Geminz ;_ which 
was, but :wo dayes after. And if there were (as many would 
have it) but oe Comet z that muſt in 48 hours ſpace, have 
moved little leſs then one Qxadrayt of the. Circle; its. mo»

The greateſt Maſters in Aſtrologe, as Cardanus, Haly, &c. 
in the conſideration of the effe&s of Comets or new Stars, do 
uſe to examine the Figzres of the New and Full-Moo»s, pre- 
ceding ſuch apparitions; which, if the trz? riſe or begin= 
ning of a Comet were known, I eſteem a moſt rational way 
or ground for the Artiſt to proceed 0n. ut the fi-/t of theſe 
Comets being ſeen by ſome in the m:44le, or toward the end 
of November ; and by others, not until the m3ddle of Deceme- 
ber 3 (nay, and perhaps it may ſo have fallen ont, that che 
firſt of them, may not have ſeen 7s begrnning by a fortnight 
neither ; unto which in this manner of judgement he is co- 
fined ! ) I altogether acconnt it unſafe, and indeed, A4nti- 
Aſtrological, to excogitate the effeis of that Comet thence. 
Nor indeed, ſhall I adventure to enquare after the ater C o- 
mets ſignifications, from ſo infirm a ground ; although (l pre- 
ſume) 1 may much better, then the former ; becauſe moſt 
relations ſeem toagree to aneernels of :7me, for the beginning 
or firſt appearance of that Comet. Yet, there being a poſli- 
bility for a miſtake in the Artiſt of ts beginning likewiſe, 1 
ſhall adhere unto fome more certain Rules ; and theſe ſhall

defique impreſſicns thereof. A Retrograde Star or (omet, 
(faith our learned Countrey-manDr. Dee, Aphor. $3.) ſeems 
to infringe the conſtant Order of nature, in that it finiſhes its 


daily motion i ſhorter time then the Equator it ſelf doth. That 


thi Comet was R#trograde,is [ufiiciently proved; in as much as 
it was obſerved to move out of Libra into Virgo, and ſo into 
Leo, where it vaniſhed, being contrary to the order or ſ#c- 
ceſſion of ſignes, 

Haly is of opinion, 'That a- Retrograde Comet, ſrnificat 
Hereſes, & Legum tnrbas. &c. Preſageth Hereſies, and many 
different and various Laws : Then the which ((fath he) none 
are more cruel; ſeeing that in all other evils, men may know they 
intend miſchiefs : But in the breaches and debates of Laws 
and Herefies, and in Wars raiſed by reaſon of variety of Laws 
wheer exerciſe their ernelty upon Infants and little chil« 
dren, and kill men with. torments and fire, lead away captives 
into bondage, ſpoile the fields, and deftroy whole Cities with 
fire : ſome think they do God good ſervice, others play the bypo= 
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crites;Ac. Comete quicontra ./ fignorum feruntur, ſem+ 
per mutationem Legum IG Thoſe Comets or Blazing 
Stars which arecarried contrary to the ſucceſſion of fignes,al- 
wayes premonſtrate alterations and changes of Laws, Cuſtoms,. 
and Conſtitutions, Thus then we fee, what effefts are likely to- 
ſucceedthis Comer, as it is in natzre and quz/ity, attributed 
to the fiery Planet Mars, He isindeed, che Patron of Paſſion, 
and Mecenas of Miſebiefs; and from bim, is heat irritar-d 
and kindled in the breaſts of men, whereby they are provo- 
ked to anger; then from anger, proceeds contentions and 
quarrels; from them, wounds and #loody BYars ; from War, 
V ifiory emergeth; and from Yifory, change of Kingdoms, 
States and Republiques, Effe&s being thus concatenated to 
their cauſes, with what reaſon or m94efty, can or dare any An» 
tagonift, longer reproach or vilifie that Art, by which men 
come to the knowledge of the heavenly Influences; and - 
without which, they ſhall never be Surveyors of Natures 
chiefeſt Dominions ; as wanting the acquaintance of Homers 
golden Chain, which links both Heaven and Earth together ? 

The ſecond Comet was of the nature and quality of Saturn, 
as appears by the ſeveral foregoing relations thereof; and 
was Retrograde, as the former ;. which will be a means of 
doubling its effefs. 

If(faith Franciſcus FanGinus, fol.z17.) any Comet ſhall ap- 

pear De natura Saturn, of Saturns nature, diſpoſition and: 
quality, it bodes many pernicious and ſtrange evils to happers 
among men; for be is an enemy to nature, and all natural exi= 
ftencies, and brings Famine, the Plague, Exile ; penury, grief, 
trouble and vexation; and an abſolute. deſtruion of all things 
that grow on the earth, uſeful for man or bea# + Exceſſive cold 
Air, great froſts and ſnows; bigh and tempeſtnous windes, 
ſhipwracks, and damage in Nawigation; a deftrution and want 
of Fiſh ;, great inundations and florms; Locuſts and Caterpil-- 
lers in abundance, deſtroying the fruits of the earth. 

And indeed, when we confider theſe ſeveral dreadful fig- 
rfications, it may-put us all to (that which we have ſo long- 
abjured, and wickedly hated and contemned) our Litany--= 
Erom. Far, Plague, and. F amine,. Libera-nos Domine _ 
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Lord deliver w. For this ſecond Come, as rf intended by God 
| and Nature, to precur and preſage more aſtoniſhing and hor- 
rid effes, then uſual; was concomitated with a moſt ſtrange 
and diſmal Prodigie , almoſt at its firſt appearance, viz, on 
December 27. a relation whereof take as followeth, as it was 
by Letter communicated to me, by my much eſteemed friend 
Dr. Wiliam Freeman, of Cranfield in Bedfordſhire--=- === The 
Comet / ſuppoſe is no News to you, but T (faith he) will tell you 
ſeme : That is, on die 8 Decemb.27. the appearance of a blew 
and purple-colour, all full of leprous ſpots, moſt ugly to behold 3 
it was about 1C-deg. below the Pleiades 3 and as much from the 
Comet, making an Equilateral Triangle with them ; ( as big 
as five Moons) and it went with them, from 12 of the clock, till 
day: It was round, but a moſt loathſome thing to look upon, 1 
bave never ſince beard of it © the interpretation I leave unto 
Jou, and remain, &Cc. | TEA 

Not long before this, we had News of the ſhape of a 
great black Coffn'(een in the Air at Hamburgh,and other parts 
in Germany and Flanders. And the very day that che Lt 
Prodigie was ſeen, I meet with (in our News-books ) a Letter 
dated from Erfort, viz. Decemb. 27. the contents whereof 
are theſe-------We bave ba4 our part here of the Comet, as 
well s other places; beſides which, here have been other terri- 
ble 4fparitions, and noiſes in the Air; as fires, and ſounds of 
Cannon and Muſquet-ſhot : And vere has likewiſe appeared ſe- 
veral times, 1he reſemblance of a Black-mang, which has made 
our Sentinels to' quit their Poſts ; and one of them was lately 
thrown down by him from the top of the Wall. 

Now, although | bave no great faith in Apparitions of this 


nature; (and ſome reaſons I have given in my Book of Prodi-. 


gies wherefore) And knowing, that melancholy heads, by the 
ſtrength of faney and imagination, may conceit they ſee ſuch 
things, that really are not : yet, when ſzch fancies ſhall real» 
ly prepoſleſs the general opinion ; it is to be preſumed, that 
ſomewhat more then commen, is Contriving againſt the gener as 
lity of mankinde. As we (ee it inany individual perſon, that 
1s engaged in any buſineſs of concernment. If there be per- 
turbatio ments; or (as we ule to fay) his heart miſgive him, 

or

.  Qur fears butapt and prepare us, for the embraces of that 
miſchicf we dread.” And indeed the Horld hath not of late, 
vainly feared ſuch niſcbiefs as theſe Comets portend ; but as 
ſoon as they have began to fear, they bave been compelled 
toſhavetherein. I need not #n7ſtance in the aGivity of the 
ſword , or thie incroachirg quality of the ſickneſs ; both which, 
are playing their parts to purpoſe, all Exrope over 3 and will 
more, within a few years, For the world muſt know , and 
believe it fora trath, THAT COMETS ARE NOT 
GONE,SO SOON AS THEY DISAPPEAR. 

Secondly, the parts of the Zodiack they were viſible in. The 
firſt Comer, had his progreſs from the beginning of Libra, 
throrow Yirgo, and vaniſhed in the later part of Leo. _ 

If any Comet ſhall appear in Libra, There will be many 
thieves, thefts, and robbings on the bigh-way, much want and 
poverty, &c. It alſo ſhews the death of ſome King or great Per 
ſon z, great ſlaughters and wulnerations ; plots, treacheries, and 
ſecret contrivances, want of rain, borrible windes and Earth- 
quakes, dear years, little love or charity among men, 

A Comet in Virgo, ſignificat, &c. Denotes a thorow purging 
of the Houſes and Courts of Kings, and the ſad and noni 
condition of many Courtiers, their captivity or baniſhment, 
confiſcation of theiy Goods or Eftates ; damage to Merchants, 
and tomen-of all ſorts ; abortions to women, and the death of 
many of the nobler ſort. 

$7 apparnit in figno Leonis, &c, If a Comet appears inthe 
ſigne of the Lyon, en will be prejudiced by wilde Beaſts, 
Wolves, and the like; Cora will be deſtroyed in the fields by . 
worms and caterpillers; and the baſer ſort of vermine do da- 
mage to men in their Eſtates, &C. as Weeſels, Rats, Mice, &c. 
the Nobility and Gentry ſuffer many doloxrs, and many of them 
die. Wars among Kings, and a great effuſion of blood in the 
Eft part of the works {

The ſecond Comet had its motion from the beginning of 
Gemini, quite through Taurus, and extinguiſhed, or diſap- 
peared in the later degrees of Aries. When a Comet appears 
in Aries (faith Fundine) it denotes miſchiefs and detriment 
unto rich men, and the greateſt of perſons that govern in 
the Eaftern part of the world ; multitudes of miſeries to the 
vulgar; great preparations for War, and mach bloodſhed; the 
death or captivity of ſome great Prince or Princeſs, &C, Great 
droughts and diſeaſes; a Rot or Marrain of ſmaller Cattel ; tbe 
loftieſt men are abaſed, and the wileſt exalted; Religion it ſelf 
not ſo much hononred as it ought to be. Haly faith, it fignifies, 
That a great King of the Chri(tians ſhall die ; and that there 
ſhall be Wars and ſtrifes in the Land of Babylon. 

If a Blazing Star or Comet appear in Taurus, it bodes the 
bad ſtate and condition of men, and a leſſening of their For= 
tunes ; they will rebel againſt, and injure one another : it ſomes 
times intimates the death of ſome great man; miſchiefs, captivi- 
ties, and a licenſe of things unlawful : Detriment to great 
Cattel ; great windes; a corruption and putrefatiion of Corn 
cold and pinching winters, Earthquakes, great ſickneſſes, &c. 
Haly faith, it intimates_a depopulation of many Cities in the 
Land of the Chriſtians; and a great mortality in the Kingdom 
of Babylon, Significat quod multe civitates depoputabuntur 
zn terris Chriſftianorum , & quod accidet mortalitas in terra 
Babylonie. V4 

$1 apparuit aliqua ex ſtellis Cometis, &c, If any Comet ſhall 
appear in Gemini,zt foretokens much wantonneſs, and many for« 
mcations among men, and that they ſhall be in love with inceſtu- 
ous courſes; they will neglet goodneſs, and the true worſhip and 
reverence of God; Religious perſons bad in low efteem, It alſo 

intimates ſtrifes, quarrels, controverſies and contentions ; grie- * 
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 wous diſeaſes, whereof many children die; many abortions, and 
damage to women with child ; a deſtruftion of Birds, Famine ; 
thunder and lightning ; lofty windes, tearing down trees by the 
roots, Haly ayes, There ſhall happen many flrifes and conten- 
tions in the Countreys ſubje& to the Chriftians ; and that the 
King of Egypt ſpall die, and there ſhall reign in bis ftead a very 
bandſoms, beautiful, lovely, and well-made man ; and there will 
alſo happerinfirmities,and a mortality in the Kingdom of Perſia.

Thirdly, The colour and magnitude of the Comets, The 
firſt of them you havealready heard, was rutilant or flery,and 
of the nature of Mars; for the colour of a Comet declares 
the nature of the Planet which governsit: Color enim ſigni- 
ficat naturam Planete dominantis : And the effe&ts will (no 
doubt) be anſwerable to the colowur thereof. The colour of the 
later Comet was pale and enviow, and nothing (o glorious as 
(report makes) the former. Stella, quo mags eft lucida, eo no- 
bikoris cenſetur nature. By how much the more bright or lucid 
.any Star or Comet is, by ſo much is it preſumed to.be of a 
more #oble nature. PE 

And although both theſe Comets are the meſſengers of ca- 
lamities, and triſtitious events to befa] mankinde ; yet the fir/t 
(for his luſtre) compared to the ſecond, will be in its etfe&s, 
-much the Nobler, The ſword is an enemy, that by the ſword, 
a man of reſolation and magnanimity may contend with,. and 
be.in hopes of a Fiflory'; But the Plague and Famine areaq- 
verfaries there is no fence for, or defence againft; the leter, 
moſt certain 3 unleſs God of his mercy, before-hand, ſend 
a Foſeph to provide a remedy !. They, are ſo.ſure an ambyſh, 
«that the ſ#bt3/:y of all the Machiavils in; the world cannot 
; deſtroy, or enervate :; Enimies. that the ſtouteſt of men, cannot 
' take a. revenge upon 3 though they ſee their deareſt friends 
murder d by them, before thtir faces !. whereas the edge o 
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the ſbarpeft ſword I |. ip the danger by au equal 
conteſt, prevented; at leaſt mitizated. But, hold, my Pen ! 
Thisis to argne too much for bumanity. Ina more holy and 
refined ſence, F acknowledge with the Kingly Propbet, It is 
better for us to full ints the hands of G od, then of man. 
The magnitule of the firſt Comet was very great ; and of 
the ſecond, not meanly great, For, to my own Fght and ob- 
ſervation, the later was at ſome times, at the.leaſt twelve 
zncbes Diameter; the former; by all relations 44 aave' met 
with) was much bigger : which intimates the vigour and ves 
bemency of their effects. For it isan Aphoriſm received by all--. 
O#9 major eft ftella, eo elf efficacior : The greater any Star or 
Comet #5, the more eminently efficacious will the effefs thereof 
be. But for the meaſure of time in theſe manner of judge- 
ments, Aftrologie itſelf is defective, and i muſt therefore Crave 
the excuſe of the indulgent Reader, that 1 do notaſligne (as 
ſome have done) from my own conceptions, a beginning, or 
termination unto their phyſical Effe&s. | 
eAſtrologers indeed tell us, that an-Oriental Comer, doth 
fuddenly ſhew its effe&s 3 but an Occidental, doth it more 4e- 
Bberatelyand ſlowly. Cometa Orieutalis effeium ſuum citins 
oftendit ;Occidentalis tardius.But neither Ptolomy or any other 
 Aftrologer, hath leſt us any eſpecial Rule , whereby we might 
know, the preciſe beginning of a Comets effeds.

If Comets in the ninth houſe (accor- 
ding to the 205 Aphor.ſeg,2.0f C ardan ) change Laws.,and flir 
wp ſedition in the brains of men,generally : Then will this Comet 
make great alterations in Swedland,before its effefis have done 
operating. It is indeed a Kingdom very much accuſtomed to 
War; the people thereof being a hardy ſtrong ſort.of men, 
able to endure the beat of Battel, and the hardſhip that at- 
tends it. And now, no queſtion, will they once again be pur 
ro the tryal ; whether by inteſtine diviſions among themſelves, 
or by reaſon of differences with the Polander or Dane, &c.

Only, 
one thing I adjudge neceſſary to minde the judicious R eader of, 
that is, about the time in which theſe effe&s may operate : and 
now, although.I have mentioned ſomething thereof before, 
yet I hold it proper here further to acquaint him, that the 
effects hereof may. ſuddenly begin, though not viſibly to ap- 
pear.

Thus natzre, in every thing works Gradatim : that it may 


avoid monfirofitiez and be proportionally able, in every,of 


its effe&s, to declare the immenſe perfeions of that abſolute 
and unerring Primum mobile, [od Almighty !] who is, the 
alone Father and Producer of all COMETS; and of all 
other (whether COELESTIAL, or TERRESTRI- 
AL,)PRODIGIES. 


CHAP. IX. 
Of the Third and laſt Comet. 


I: 1s a thing ſo rare and #n»ſz#a1, for to have three Comets 
In a year 3 nay, ſometimes in an Age - that we may proper- 
ly term tz, wherein we live, not only, ANNUS( ſed 
ATAS) MIRABILIS! not only, a WONDER- 
FUL YEAR, butAGE. 

Some there are,that would willingly have it, that we have 
not had FHREE COMETS, but ON Eonly; and 
that having its motion inan Arch of a great Circle,hath ſome- 
time been hid from our {ight; and at other times, viſible to 
us. And to ſtrengthen this opinion, there is one e Monſieur 
Auzont, a French-man (and great Mathematician) that is 
faid-to have predificd its motion, from firſt, tolaftow Which, 
with what probable pretence of trath, or certainty, he hath 
ſo done ; I muſt acknowledge, beyond the Perimeter of my 
emderſtanding. - 

The ſeveral Ages, that the world hitherto can boaſt of, 
have not attained unto ſuch a degree of perfe@ion, in the moſt 
common celeſtial Phenomeng'”s ; as to fit down in the. fall ſa- 
71sfaGiion of any one principle thereof, thoughnever fo x 

| or 
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Nor can the beſt of PO... (unleſs comparatively ) cry: 
EYPHKA! toany one particzlar enquiry, If ahy one Age, 
could pride it (elf,in the bringing any oze Science to perfetion, 
[1 mean fo abſolute, that in aſter Ages itſhould not admit of 
emendation | the generations to come, would want encourage- 
ment (in ſuch Science) for tludy. Diligent ſearch after the 
demonſtrations of Arts, makes them delightful to the en- 
quirer. The Game affords no pleaſure, that is as ſoon taken, zs 
ſprung, And it is the wiſdom of the great Creator, to referve 
the abſolute perfeition of things to himſelf ; that men by their 
ſerutiny, (meeting with a comparative perfeftion) may 
thereby be taught to admire him, who inhabits perfc&on , 
and i: the ſame himſelf. On this ſide heaven, men mult never 
expect (in any thingexaQly) to finde the Obelicke end ina 
Point. 
Whence I argue, If mez are ſo apt tofall ſhort of perfeior 
in thoſe 1hings, that they are familiarly acquainted with, and 
ſuch that ſeem to have rational and demonſtrative limits and 
boundaries : what muſt they be preſumed to do, in their ad- 
venturing to appoint Laws unto ſuch Appearances, that they 
have ſeldome any ſight of, or acquaintance with ? --==Men may. 
as well Statute the windes in their progreſs, as truly, to pre- 
ſcribe or predid, the way, or motion of Comets. If the Planets 
themſelves, admit of 7requzality in their motions, ſurely Co- 
mets and New-Stars, cannot but be liable to a far greater v4- 
riety, and incertainty, in their courſes ; yea, ſuch an inequ2lity, 
that is not to be preappornted, or predifted, by the wiſejt of 
mortals. 

In the former part of this Treatiſe, I have proved that the 
Comet which firſt appeared, was a different Comet, from that 
which was vilible to us, at (briſtmaſs : And itis very rational 
to believe, that this preſent Tomet, 1s a diſtin® one, from 
that. For, |

Some there are again, that would, not only have ws ſup- 
pole, the three Jate Comets to be but ON E; butthat ONE, 
which appeared Anno 1652. and they preſume, that Comets 
accompliſh their Revolutions, in twelve years; and come nigh 
co the ſame place again. 

If this notion could claim any juſt title to truth, why had 
we not a Comet Anno 1640 ? and Arno 1628 ? And why did 
not the Comets that appeared Arno 1618. ſhew themſelves 
two years before ? ſince, by this Revolution indulg'd to Comets, 
1t mult of zeceſſity ſo.have been. | 

Again, if the late Comets, ſhould have been the ſame with 

that 4:0 1652. it would ſo much augment Dr. Fulks his 
wonder ; as to drive him, and his followers to aſtoniſhment, (at 
leaſt) if not beyond the force of Hellebore. For (faith he) 3t 
mult needs be a wonderful deal of matter, that can give ſo much 
nouriſhment for ſo great and fervent a fire, and for ſo long a 
time, viz. either 7 dayes, 40 dayes, or 6 months, the longeſt 
and ſhorteſt times of the continuance of Comets. Meteors, 
Þ- 31, . 
And if it be a wonderful quantity of matter, that muſt nou- 
riſh a Comet, for 7, 40, or 182 dayes; what an immenſe and 
vaſt maſs of matter , is there required to the feeding of 3 Co- 
mets flames, for 12 years together ? and then.the ſane Comes 
co begin its blazing again. | 

The. learned Ricciolus (who in theſe matters hath taken a 
great deal of good pains) tells us----That from the year 4.$C. 
ante (hriſtum, to the year 1618. poſt Chriftum ; there have

This third Comet, is much of the nature and colour of the 
firſt ; only a little more jovial. For the firſt (by all relati- 
ons I ever met with) was purely a arial Comet ; but this 
bath a mixture of Fapiter and Mars rogerher, And it will 
no doubr quicken the effetts of the other Comets; bur ſoy as 
to accelerate and diſpatch them ; and not ſifter them, ro be 
alwayes harraſsmg, the (almoſt) heartleſs world, The figni-

For impoſſible ic is, there can be any room or place for benign

world. 

Ic is very ſeldom (if ever) ſeen, that ſa/ubrions. wearher, 
and violent thrnder and ſtorms, ſalute the jearth at once; 
Mars muſt wuhdraw his furious Artillery, and Saturn his 
envious fluences, from this terrene Globe; before. Jupiter 
can appear with his more comfortable rays, to refreſh, what 
they have wearied; heal what they have wounded. . Gold ne- 
ver mixes with baſer metals © noble natures ſeldom delight 
in :g»oble cofnpany. Good and badare oppoſites ;* and they 
never concorperate: It is by accident, they ever accompany 
each other, Sure I am, as great a weir of happineſs, Is pro- 
miſed unto mankind by this Comer, (as it is in part attributed 
to Twpiter ) as (almoſt) of felicity denounced, by the other 
Two ; and the worſer influence of this.

This is fo glorious and remarkable a Nativity, that at the 
firſt ſight, ir might eaſily induce an able Artiſt, to believe 
him born under it, ſo mighty in Congueſts and Vifories, that 
he ſhould ſeem rather a perty God, then a man. Chiefly, in 
that all the Planets in the Scheam, are diſpoſed of, by the 
two ſupcriour celeſtial Movers, Satxrn and Jupiter ; and they — 
in admirable reception of each other: *tis rarum quid! a 
thing that among ter thouſand Genitures, is not to be faand. 

As it the Perſon ſo born, ſhould endeavour 8 attempt, by power 

and policy,to give Laws to the whole world; andaim to joyn the 

bead and tail of the Snake together,vis. to make all Nations, 
Perſons,and Opinions, to truckle under his Greatneſ;, and wil 

lingly ſubmit unto his iron yok, Butthis is only a repreſenta- q 
tion through a falſe ;prique glaſs; asanon I ſhall prove ; and | 
not by the Chriftian world to be dreaded, 

Howbeie, confident I am, there are a ſort of people in Ewu- 
rope, I, and in Ezg/and too; whole inſatiate and ruinous de» ue 
fires are ſuch, that they had rather kiſs the Alcaron,and cringe | 
to Mabomet, then ſubmit unto thoſe wholeſome and #ncorru- 
pted Laws, and rational conftitutions eſtabliſhed among us; - 
which not only ſxpport a nobler and more beavenly Religion, 
and way of worſhip ; but diftate more worthy principles of 
merality unto men , then any is to be found among the _

For, if we confider his juvenility, with his great a&:v2ty and 
forwardneſs; and the mighty attempts he hath lately made upon 
the Chriſtian:(far beyond any of his Arceftors,cither of equa! 
or greater years; nay, parallel almoſt, unto that prodigious, 
eminent, and daring Prince, Solyman the Great ! )it will rea- 
dily emerge, that He hath been, and 7s, both eminent, migby, 
powerful, and fortunate, even to the admiration of the whole 
world ; as well as to the great aſtoniſhment and conſternation of 
Exrope, 

Come we now, from the general, to the particular Reaſons, 
of his late eminent undertakings, Viz, 

I. His Nativity being ſuppoſed trze, (as I dare be confi- 
dent it is; ) ----He had pars fortune, direted ad Sextilum 
Veneris; and ſhe Governeſs of the zinth, fourth, and fifik 
parts of the Figure.

2. He had, not only thoſe dire@:ons, to intimate ſ#cceſ7, 
$&c. unto him, but his Revolution was that year alſo favoura- 
ble ; as may be ſeen by the Figure thereof, 
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And, at the ſame time, the Planet Jupiter, the moſt au« 
ſpicious Star (for influence) in the Heavens, was fortunating 
by-his body, and beams, all the Hylegiacals of this Genitzre. 
moſt admirable and glorious tranſit indeed ! 

From all which, I deduce this natural and legitimate con» 
clufion------ That, that perſon, who hath in his Nativity, both 
DireGtions, Revolutions, and Tranſits, at once to favonr him 3 
he cannot but be at that time prodigiouſly bappy, in all by at* 
tempts. and undertakings !
